(AP)—Deer hunters would have 
to dress in red and couldn’t law- 
fully take a drink under a’ bill 
approved by a House cqmmniittee 
today. 

The bill, introduced by Repre- 
sentative W. T. Bollinger Ir. 
Dem.), of Carter county, aims 
to cut down accidental deaths 
during the Missouri deer hunting 
season. Five hunters died dur- 
ing last December’s deer season. 

It would make it a misde- 
meanor not to wear red outer 
clothing at all times while deer 
hunting. Also it would be un- 
lawful to hunt while drunk or 
carrying liquor. 


FIRST BRITISH PROSECUTION 


FOR SALE OF GOODS TO REDS 


LONDON, March 3 (UP)—For 
the first time the British Gov- 
ernment is prosecuting a firm for 
selling strategic goods behind he 
Trion Curtain in violation of a 
Board of Trade order.

Leaf Cluster to Van Fleet's Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal and 
was, in effect, the award of a 
Fourth D.S.M. to the general. 

The new award was for out- 
standing services (which) -have 
been instrumental in furthering 
the United Nations resistance to 
the Communist armed aggression 
against the peace and freedom of 
the world.” 

The ceremony came as a sur- 
prise to Van Fleet, who is con- 
cluding a brilliant military ca- 
reer. He stood at attention in the 
oval office of the President to 
hear Gen. Omar N. Bradley, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, read the citation “for ex- 
ceptionally meritorious service in 
a duty of great responsibility.”

Gen. Bradley discussed, in his 
address, the importance of armed 
strength in preserving peace, the 
various possibilities of action in 
the Korean war and his ideas of 
the proper role of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff in advising the 
Government in policy making. 


There is good reason to believe, 
and this adds importance to the 
views he expressed, that Gen. 
Bradley stated the position of the 
new Administration on the prob- 
lem of Korea and on the im- 
portance of maintaining the na- 
tion's armed strength. Although 
he made no recommendations 
about Korea, he developed the 
possible courses of action open to 
the United States and some of 
the dangers involved in radical 
solution. These have been dis- 
cussed in detail previously by this 
reporter. 

Warns of War With China. 


He warned that in “taking any 
one, or any combination of the 
military steps open to us in order 
to get a decision in Korea, it 
might eventually involve us in an 
all out war with Communist 
China. We must realize,” he 
added, “that broadening the war 
in this way might pin down ‘the 
bulk of our military power on 
the continent of Asia, and could 
eventually develop into World 
War III.“ 


Bradley pleaded for time for 
the Eisenhower Administration. 
“I believe,” he said, “that we 
should give the new Administra- 
tion—these newly-elected and ap- 
pointed leaders who are charting 
the international strategy that 
this nation will follow we 
should give them time to reveal 
our policy. in well-co-ordinated 
action. These men deserve our 
greatest support and patient un- 
derstanding.” 

Gen. Bradley’s personal ideas 
about the role of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff in formulating policy are 
extremely modest. He said that 
he had “outlined his views to the 
Secretary of State, the Secretary 
of Defense, and to congressional 
committees, and in all quarters 
they have seemed to meet with 
general civilian approval.” 


Role of Joint Chiefs. 


“It is not within my authority,” 
he said, “to decide such . . such 
issues. . . . I believe it is im- 
portant for all of us to under- 
stand the role that the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff play in our na- 
tional policy-making, . . . Actu- 
ally the role of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, by law and by practice, 
is a subordinate role, and one 
which we zealously observe.” 


“As military advisers to the 
Government,” Bradley continued, 
“we feel that our job is to take 
the various courses of action that 
are suggested in the problem and 
analyze them from the military 
viewpoint, telling the President, 
through the Secretary of Defense, 
what our oapabilities are and as 
far as we know, what risks are 
being taken when we pursue 
either this course or that course.” 

He does not believe that it is a 
Joint Chiefs of Staff responsibil-

“The ultimate decision of 
whether it will be total war or 
total peace,” Bradley said, “seems 
to rest with a small group of men 
in the Kremlin over whom we 
have little control.”

“We already 
influence these realists by our 
possession of the atomic bomb 
and the ability to deliver it. In 
that way—through armed strength 
—if by no other means, I am 
sure we can influence their final 
answer to this question which 
concerns the whole world: Will it 
be total war, or will it be total 
peace?” 

There is no such thing as an 
inevitable war.

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Secretary’ Benson’s Philosophy 

While Secretary of Agriculture Benson pon- 
ders severe farm problems, he may also find 
himself compelled to modify his political phileso- 
phy. One of his philosophical bits is that “every 
young man requires the spur of insecurity to 
force him to do his best.” 

If that were strictly true, then young men 
would have been doing their best about 1931, 
when insecurity was extensive—and many young 
men were unemployed. Perhaps what Mr. Ben- 
son meant to say was that every young man re- 
quires the spur of self-betterment. That is the 
profit motive, and it does not work well when 
insecurity is rampant and there are no profits. 

The question of philosophy arises because Mr. 
Benson, who in the past attacked government 
planning and subsidiés, is now engaged in plan- 
ning and subsidization to keep farm prices 
from falling. That is his job. In such a real po- 
litical predicament it seems probable that it 
will be Mr. Benson's philosophy which is revised, 
and not his job. 


Voice of America’ on Trial 
Senator Dirksen of Illinois says that the 
Voice of America—this country’s radio voice to 


occupied or enslaved peoples—is “on trial for 
its life.” This is a reference to the investigation 


of personnel and policies of the Vaice of Amer- 


ica by Senator MeCarthy's Senate Investigating 
subcommittee. 

There can be no question as to the fact that 
the investigation is in progress. Nor can there 
be any question as to the propriety of a Senate 
investigation of the broadcasts and those who 
make them—providing that the investigation is 
honest and sincere. Congress votes the funds 
and the broadcasts should be as good as they 
can be made by experienced, wholly competent 
and.thoroughly loyal personnel. 

But the idea that the Voice of America is on 
trial for its life goes a bit far. If the Voice of 
America were to be suspended tonight and all 
its personnel fired, a new Voice of America with 
new personnel would become an immediate ne- 
cessity. Many Republicans, including Senator 
Mundt of South Dakota, have said that the 
United States should make more use of informa- 
tion media in competition with the propaganda 
so widely distributed by the Communists. 

Indeed unless our memory is faulty, Everett 
M. Dirksen himself, when a House member, 
went to Europe, saw the situation firsthand and 
came back believing that the United States had 
an éven larger role to play in international af- 
fairs. Silencing the Voice of America, which he 
now seems to think a distinct possibility, would 
be a fantastic move.

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Margarine and Domestic Oils 

A suggestion that the manufacture of mar- 
gerine works to the disadvantage of domestic 
cottonseed oil has been made by Marquis Childs 
in a column on the subject of price supports 
and trade blocks. What Mr. Childs said was that 
the best margarine is made from coconut oil im- 
ported from the Far East and that coconut oil 
competes with cottonseed oil, of which $50,000,- 


000 surplus has been bought by the Commodity - 


Credit Corporation. 

To keep the record straight, the fact is that 
virtually all of the margarine produced in this 
country is made of domestic cottonseed and soy- 
bean oils, In 1948, for exar-ple, 98.3 per cent 
of the margarine manufactured in the United 
States was made from cottonseed and soybean 
oils. The remaining 1.7 per cent was not made 
from coconut oil but from peanut, corn and 
Unseed dils. 

It is because of the market which margarine 
provides for their products that cotton and soy- 
bean farmers throughout the country have been 
so active in supporting repeal of federal and 
state laws placing unfair handicaps on margarine.

THE QUEST FOR COMMUNITY, by Rebert A. Nisbet 
( d University Press, 204 pqs., $5.) 


It is the thesis of this book that man 
has gained individual freedom only te lose 
happiness and a sense of security, and that 
he stands to lose the freedom in the 
single, impersonal allegiance to an all- 
powerful monolithic state. 

“At the present time we are suspended,” 
Dr. Nisbet sums up, “between two worlds 
of allegiance and association. On the one 
hand, and partly be- 
hind us, is the his- 
toric world in which 
loyalties to family, 
church, profession, 
local community and 
interest association 
exert, however inef- 
fectively, persuasion 
and guidance.

have become indistinguishable — the 
operations of centralized political power.“ 

The Western democracies, he says, have 
moved partly into the second, but not 
wholly out of the first. In that fact lie both 
hope and danger, 

Dr. Nisbet, who is professor of sociology 
and dean of the College of Letters and 
Science at the University of California, 
Riverside branch, stresses the idea that 
freedom from family, church, profession 
and local community, long sought by ra- 
tionalists, has led to frustration and the 
twentieth century “quest for community.” 

Man is “not self-sufficing in social iso- 
lation,” he says, and this is true of the 
creative artist as well as the exemplar. of 
free enterprise. 


He sees, concurrently, a dangerous 

“atomization” of society and acceptance 
of governmental centralization which 
might lead toward the political commu- 
nity in its most extreme form with the 
annihilation of individual freedom and the 
extermination of social relationships so 
essential to a free society. We must retain 
our multiple and competing allegiances 
if we are to be free, he says. 
The proper role of government in de- 
mocracy, therefore, is “not to sterilize the 
normal authorities of associations .. . but 
to reinforce these associations, to provide, 
administratively, a means whereby the 
hormal competitions of group differences 
is held within bounds and an environment 
of law within which no single authority, 
religious or economic, shall attain a re- 
pressive and monopolistic influence.” 

Dr. Nisbet shows a vast acquaintance 
with authors, past and present. Perhaps he 
over-documents, He labors his case, but he 
spells out a sense of danger which, though 
not novel, is. emphatic.

Svs Excavations Show Historical 
Accuracy af Homer’s Epic Poems 


of a collection of 


Archeologist Reports 
Findings Prove 


at St. Louis U. New 
Homeric Greeks 


Rode Horses. 


Recent discovery at Mycenae of 
a figurine showing a man on 
horseback disproves the theory 
that Greeks of Homer's epic 
poems used horses only fer draw- 


ing chariots, Prof. Alan J. B. 
Wace, distinguished British ar- 
chaeologist, said here yesterday. 
Wace, delivering the fifth an- 
nual Archaeological Lecture at St. 
Louis University, said excavations 
at the famed Greek site confirm 
the historical accuracy of Homer's 
Iliad and Odyssey, but are bring- 
ing to light errors of later com- 
mentors on the epic ms. 

For example, he said, the com- 
mon assumption that Homeric 
houses had only one floor is con- 
trary to firdings at Mycenae, 
where some houses have base- 
ments and the suggestion of a 
second story. 

Mycenae flourished in the time 
around 1200 B.C. when the siege 
of Troy described by Homer took 
place. Discoveries there by Hein- 
rich Schliemann and by Wace, 


often considered Schliemann’s 


successor, have provided vital in- Wi 


formation about the prehistoric 
period. 

Wace said the art of Mycenae 
rivals the best later Greek work, 
particularly in ivory and pottery. 
In the “House of the Oil Mer- 
chant,” he said, remains of an 
ancient script were found, ap- 
parently a tally of oil transac- 
tions made by the owner.

The usual method of accom- 
plishing this is to dig a trench 
and install perforated 4-inch pipe 
in the area where the water ac- 
cumulates. Gravel is placed 
around and over the pipe and 
over this goes the top soil. The 
drain line is then extended either 
to a dry well or storm hewer. It 
should not be run into a septic 
tank or cesspool. 

If the pipe is given sufficient 
pitch, water on the surface will 
filter down through the gravel 
and enter the system by way of 
the perforations in the pipe. After 
this it just flows along until it 
hits the dry well or sewer. 

A similar kind of system can be 
used to conduct the water from 
the house gutters a safe distance 
from the basement. Here the per- 
forated soil pipe is not necessary. 
Just connect ordinary 4inch soil 
pipe to the downspout and run 
the line to the point of disposal. 
For drainage jobs of this sort you 
can use either Linch clay tile or 
fiberous impregnated soil pipe.

Speak When You Are Spoken 
to’—a Word to Servants! 
HIS rather hard-mouthed say- 
ing is generally associated 
with children, that is, it is 

understood as a maxim for chil- 

dren. And as far back as 1732, 

when Thomas Fuller, the English 

physician who became famous as 

a compiler of old proverbs, listed 

his collection under the forbid- 

ding title of “Gnomologia,” this 
is what it was assumed to be. 

“Speak when you are spoken to,” 

we find it, “and come when you 

are called.” And this fitted beau- 
tifully into the rather grim pic- 
ture of the prerogatives of child- 
hood as painted by the Victorians, 
and practically up to the doorstep 
of the present generation. How- 
ever, the saying’s history dis- 
closes-a different application, and 
one no less interesting in point- 
ing up how times have changed.

W.. serious that'toey coon to homes wind up in 
scrapes so serious that they come to the attentibm of the 
police and the courts? This is a question tossed at me 
frequently, mostly by parents wha consider their homes “good.” 

The answer lies in the proper interpretation of the ad- 
jective “good.” If we are to consider that a good home is any 
which provides semi-luxury living, expensive food and clothing, 
every possible recreational facility and plenty of spending 
money for the children, then I’m afraid such a home isn’t good 
enough. No abundance of creature comfort ever prevented 
delinquency; it may, indeed, foster it.

GOOD CHARACTER is formed in children largely through 
the example of their own parents, This influence is as great as 
all others put together in helping them grow into men and 
women who respect themselves and are respected by others. 
In addition, intelligent parents use numerous subtle methods 
to foster good instincts and stifle bad ones, thus developing 
the child without being too obvious, and therefore “preachy,” 
about it. 5 

Mrs. de B., who recently visited .a home for delinquent 
children, sends me the familiar question: “I’m still puzzled; 
some of the delinquents came from well-to-do homes, Their 
parents are well-educated people, although I noted that they 
are mostly divorced.
